Like so many things, this old 
brainstorm of nineteenth century 
postal reformers has at last given 
way to the modern. To appreciate 
its tremendous value when it was 
conceived and during the many 
years it so efficiently served its 
aims, one must visualize postal 
service a few score years ago. 

In those days, in all but the 
more progressive nations, the mails 
were handled by ill-educated (and 
sometime _ illiterate) manpower, 
simply because costs had to be kept 
at a minimum. 

To insure postal administrations 
that they were getting all they 
were entitled to, it became nec- 
essary in the pre-U. P. U. days, 
to check and double check pre- 
payment fees, whether in manu- 
script, handstamp or _ adhesive 
stamp form. The dispatching clerk 
was not always certain of rates,

Abandon UPU Color Rules; 
Simple Idea Speeded Mail, 
Kept Operations Costs Low

Brief notes in the philatelic press announced that the “U.P.U. Color 
Scheme is to be abandoned, beginning on July 1, 1953,” and let it go at 
that. Actually it represents the end of a plan that was introduced seven- 
ty-five years ago to help postal clerks in the expeditious handling of 
international mails, and a system through which stamp collectors 
could get just about the best imaginable lesson in foreign exchange. 
To the serious philatelist it represents the passing of a valuable re- 





and if the receiving post office 
was to get its slice of the rate, it 
had to be sure the sender paid 
all the fee#, for it he didn’t a nice 
“due’’ was charged to the addres- 
see. 

When the U. P. U. went into busi- 
ness in 1875, making the entire 
world a single postal district with 
universal rates reckoned on the 
French gold franc, the founding 
fathers under Heinrich von Stephan, 
really came up with one of the 
most brilliant ideas of all. A clerk 
in Zululand, receiving a letter from 
the United States might not know 
how many cents was the exact rate 
for a letter from New York to a 
village in his district, and conse- 
quently could not know whether it 
was fully prepaid or whether it 
ought to be ‘“‘due’”’ marked.

Chillicothe First Day City 


When the Ohio Sesquicentennial of Statehood is celebrated phila- 
telically March 2 with the release of a commemorative stamp at Chilli- 
cothe, the first capital, it will do so with a design which is a “‘first’’ in 
format and of a type not seen since the Penn, Oglethorpe and the U. S. 
Frigate Constitution issues. But in this instance there will be just 70 
stamps to the post office size pane, like the Famous Americans, and 
of the Famous Americans size. They will have the slightly longer 
dimension horizontal—the first time one has been produced in such 
a layout. There will be a single color, brown. 


The details were given by the;— 


Post Office Department in the fol- 
lowing bulletin: — 

“Postamster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield announced the de- 
scription of the 3c Ohio Statehood 
Sesquicentennial commemorative 
stamp, which will be first placed 
on sale at Chillicothe, Ohio, on 
March 2, 1953.

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“The central design of the stamp 
is an outline of the State of Ohio, 
which provides a flat-toned back- 
ground for the Great Seal of the 
State. Defining each side of the 
stamp are two dark vertical panels, 
enclosing a row of eight stars in 
each panel, representing the six- 
teen states prior to the admission 
of Ohio into the Union. The seven- 
teenth star, representing Ohio, ap- 
pears in the top center directly 
over the top border of the State. 

““A buckeye leaf is shown in the 
lower left corner. The wording 
‘Ohio Sesquicentennial’ in dark 
modified Gothic forms the top of 
the stamp. Between the central mo- 
tif and the border panels are 1803 
on the left, and 1953 on the right, 
arranged vertically in dark modi- 
fied Roman. The denomination 3c 
is located in the lower right cor- 
ner. 

“The wording ‘United States Pos- 
tage’, in white face Gothic, appears 
in a dark panel which forms the 
bottom of the stamp. 

“The stamp will be 0.85 by 0.98 
of an inch in dimension, arranged 
horizontally printed by the rotary 
process, electric-eye perforated, 
and issued in sheets of 70. The 
color of the stamp will be brown. 
The printing of 112,000,000 Ohio 
— stamps has been autho- 
rized.

The remaining 15 percent is 
used for printing and distribution 
of the stamps, enforcement of the 
Migratory Bird Hunting Stamp Act, 
and other Federal activities for mi- 
gratory bird conservation. All mi- 
gratory waterfowl hunters over 16 
years of age are required by law 
to purchase and have a stamp of 
current issue duly signed when 
hunting. 

During the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1952, a total of 2,167,767 
'duck stamps was sold to waterfowl 
hunters, conservationists, and phil- 
atelists. 





Copies Of Coronation 
Stamps Circulated | 


Copies of the commemorative 
stamps marking the Coronation of 
Queen Elizabeth II of England have 
already been printed for several 
of the Colonies. According to the 
Crown Agents in London distribu- 
tion of these will take place as they 
are printed but will not be placed 
in the hands of dealers and col- 
lectors until June 2, the first day. 
Seen to date are a 144d green and 
black for Nigeria, and a 1d laven- 
der and black for Falkland Islands 
Dependencies. 

Each of 61 territories will issue 
one stamp, the value of which with 
certain exceptions will represent 
the domestic first class letter rate. 
The same design will be used 
for all colonies with necessary 
differences made by country name 
and value. The queen’s portrait 
will be in black on all stamps while 
the second color will vary. 

The Dominions of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations will pro- 
duce singles or sets of several val- 
ues as their policies dictate.

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Gum Or No Gum, That Is The Question 


As promised last week I am going to point out the advantages 
of removing gum from our unused stamps. At the same time I will 
speak of such disadvantages that may come to mind. 

The first and greatest disadvantage is the one and only good 
claim that can be made in favor of keep- 
ing the gum on our stamps and that claim 
is that removal of gum might reduce the 
value of certain stamps in one’s collection 
or in the stocks of dealers. This can occur 
only now and at once if gum is removed. 
All future stamps or even most stamps in 
any dealer’s stocks or even most stamps 
in anyone’s collection would in no way be 
affected as to value. 

Perhaps one good example will serve 
to show that the removal of gum would 
cause a Joss in the case of resale on cer- 
tain stamps. These certain stamps are 
only a few of the higher priced rarities 
which at the present time carry quite a 
high premium for gum and are also priced 
wathout gum. 

erhaps one of the best examples is 
the 10c 1847 issue of the United States. 
The price of this stamp with gum will run 
a great bit higher than without gum, but 
— it is perhaps a fact that the greater part 
GEORGE W. LINN of the unused copies known today are 

without gum. 

_ This is equally true of many rarities in foreign stamps, for 
example you can find some of the early Austrian of high value which 
will bring a much better price with perfect gum than without gum, 
on the other hand you will find some of these stamps where the gum 
has eaten into the paper to such an extent that gum has been re- 
moved to preserve the stamps and in such cases the superb copies 
which have been without gum for years will bring a better price 
than those stamps which have been partially destroyed by gum, 

It is perhaps a fact with the great number of average older 
stamps that are kept as mint copies, that the gum is still there in 
part at least and that the number of such copies from which the gum 
has been removed is in smaller proportion so that removal of gum 
from the greater portion would not in any way reduce their value. 

For stamps in the range from a few cents to a few dollars, almost 
all are with gum thus the removal of gum from all of them would 
in no way affect their value. Thus it should be understood that 
removal of gum would not affect too great a number of stamps and 
eventually that loss of value would be wiped out by the general 
acceptance of stamps without gum. 

That then seems to be the only real reason for saving gum, 
except of course for the very rabid specialist, different kinds of gum 
help to distinguish between different printings of certain stamps, 
but even in such instances, regumming of some stamps can upset 
such calculating. 

It is a fact today that there are some collectors who have such 
an insane fetish for gum that if a spot even as big as a pin head has 
lost its gum on the back of a stamp they would refuse to buy the 
copy. Such putting of a premium on gum is ridiculous to stay the 
least. It has even caused some collectors to be afraid to use a 
hinge on a stamp, thus they keep their stamps in envelopes or other- 
wise, refusing to hinge and mount them in an album except of 
course those who use the various acetate mounts as a means of 
mounting the stamps without hinging. Anyone who has seen such 
collections can only be amazed at the disorder on an album page 
as the stamps are mostly turned a bit sidewise or out of order and 
make an unsightly appearance. Certain types of these mounts are 
destructive of gum as is well known while other types are so con- 
structed that it is a major operation to get a stamp out and examine 
its back to see if it ever did have gum or if it is thinned or other- 
wise defective. Dealers in buying such collections can not unpack 
all these stamps and examine them for condition so the general 
plan is to value the collection and then cut from 10 to 20% off of 
their valuation in making an offer for such mounted collections, 

Another objection some will make is that without gum, stamps 
are apt to be cleaned and offered as unused. With the great amount 
of scientific lights and instruments available today for the detection 
of such stamps it is almost impossible to clean a stamp that can not 
be detected as such. The most dangerous of such stamps are certain 
British Colonials which are used alike for postage or revenue. Reve- 
nue cancels on stamps have long been sold by unscrupulous dealers 
as legitimate postage stamps. These need not fool anyone who is 
enough interested in his stamps to learn the difference and thus this 
bugaboo is not dangerous to any experienced collector and the best 
guard against such stamps by inexperienced collectors should be the 
price at which such stamps are usually offered. 

Now what reasons are there for removing gum from our stamps. 
These reasons are so many that it will be an easy matter to overlook 
some but those that are readily noted can easily be mentioned. 

Gum does eat into the paper and destroy stamps and this is going 
to be more noticeable in modern stamps than in old onés due to the 
cheaper quality of paper now so universally used. 

Have you ever owned a stamp with gum which has gathered 
such a bunch of pieces of hinges on the back that they form a lump? 
There is no safe way to remove these hinges and leave the gum in 
its natural and proper appearance. If we eliminate gum we can soak 
and press such a stamp and have qa perfect copy. Today, the gum 
feature has become so prominent that if you mount a fine stamp 
with the best peelable hinge, you will often find a buyer who will 
object to the stamp because of the hinge mark that will remain on 
the gum if the hinge is peeled off. That means less sale value than 
your cost. If we could soak that stamp there would be no hinge 
marks or no question about gum, 

Too often one has an accident with a gummed stamp. It may 
become creased or bent. In such cases the stamp is usually a total 
loss because if unbent and flattened out it will most certainly, event- 
ually break apart. This is particularly true of many of our late 
commemoratives which have such thick heavy gum that it almost 
has a glassy appearance. This gum, if the stamp is bent will break 
the fiber of the paper along with breaking the gum. On the other 
hand if without gum, this stamp can usually be soaked well, then 
laid between a press and pressed flat again and the crease will barely 
show, leastwise the stamp will be of good appearance and will hold 
together for an indefinite period. 

In many warm countries collectors do remove gum or else go to 
“ kinds of means to protect and save it, such as using sheets of 
ong or sheets of paper with talcum powder sprinkled on them.

So long as we insist on gum, stamp repairmen will find a way 
of putting gum on a rare stamp if the buyer demands it and you 
have to pay the price for such treatment. 

An excellent example is in the case of the $1.00 Columbian 
which I have in my collection. It is a perfection copy but without 
gum. I paid $26.00 for this stamp. If it had perfect full gum it would 
perhaps have cost me twice that sum. If we build an entire col- 
lection on such a basis of cost we could wind up with a collection 
which cost $2600 without gum or $5200 with gum, so you can readily 
see what you are paying for gum. I can assure anyone who con- 
siders what they put into stamps that the margin of profit on a resale 
of either collection would run as big if not a bigger percentage of 
profit on resale of the ungummed collection than it would show on 
the gummed collection, so why pay for gum. 

There are many more sound arguments in favor of degumming | 4 
stamps and few if any sound arguments in favor of keeping the gum. 
The whole point is, how soon will some one of our bigger national 
bodies of collectors seriously consider this matter and thus preserve 
our stamps. 

Your full sheets, your blocks would hold topnteer better without 
gum and if the plan is once adopted, values of all stamps will stay 
just as high as they are today, the future collectors will lose nothing, 
but save their stamps from ultimate destruction, 

As a parting thought let us consider one of the biggest and most 
complete collections in the whole world. That collection which was 
in the Berlin Postal Museum in Germany. 

To you collectors who. demand gum, this collection would be 
worthless if it fell into your hands for believe it or not the entire 
collection was mounted by sticking the stamps tight to a heavy card 
or thin board and then shellacking or varnishing the entire surface. 

Such preservation of the stamps was done solely for preserva- 
tion. We would not want to treat our stamps that way but we can 
take the one best next step to preserve them and that would be to 
remove the gum as such removal will prolong the life of your stamps 
by many years beyond their life if kept with the gum on them.

for an examination. This examina-

gum, the paper, the water mark, 
and the condition of the item, also 
to check for evidence of repairing 
or forging. 

Such an appraisal of a stamp is 
needed or done so seldom anymore 
that obviously the original purpose 
of this kind of hinging has been 
obsoleted. It is just as easy to re- 
move the stamp from the page en- 
tirely — stamp hinges today being 
of good peelable quality. 

Which, then, should tell you 
where I do my hinging — it is 
just a little above the center — 
and high enough so that the bottom 
edge of the himge is not visible 
from under the stamp. 

There are two great advantages 
for this method which the other 
does not have. One, the stamp 
is held more securely in one fixed 
spot, and two, when a page is 
turned it won’t flop out in the air 
like a piece of wash on a clothes 
line with possible resultant damage. 

And again I say to those of you 
who are so afraid of hinging your 
mint stamps because they might 
lose value — forget that nonsense. 
A tremendous majority of the 
world’s finest stamps are attached 
to the album page with stamp 
hinges. 

Get a good peelable hinge, and 
learn to affix it properly to the 
stamp. In a recent column it was 
told how to do this. 


The Post Office Department is 
playing around with colors of the 
“blue” family for the National 
Guard stamp due February 23. Col- 
or proofs in bright ultramarine, 
dull ultramarine. blue violet, and 
dull blue violet have been made 
and studied. 

If they are going to use any of 
those they might as well include 
a powder puff in the stamp de- 
sign. The National Guard is a 
tough, virile outfit — I can hardly 
conceive of any of the blues con- 
veying that impression. 


There has been quite a bit of 
discussion pro and con relative to 
the new administration restoring 
twice a day mail delivery. With 
few excentions, it has to be ad- 
mitted that the one-a-day call of 
the postman at homes is sufficient. 
This economy has sold itself — 
it was hard to take at first — and 
there’s no reason for bringing the | 
two-a-day back. Next stev should 
be putting a ceiling on the trive | 
which congressmen can mail with 
their franking privilege. And 90 
percent of it is pure and not so 
pure tripe.

COLOR GUIDE. Scott recently 
changed the mint Bermuda one 
Pound stamp No. 128 from $5.60 to

have the rare color. 

How many collectors can tell the 
difference??

Envisioning such difficulties, the 
color scheme was developed: any 
stamp of any country, regardless 
of the form of currency u 
peso, pfennig, centime, dollar or 
filler — which would prepay- the 
cost of a newspaper to a foreign 
country, was to be printed in green; 
any stamp that would prepay a 
postal card abroad would be red, 
and one that would prepay a first- 
class letter, blue. 

Simple? Of course, but so are 
safety pins, yet in its simplicity 
the scheme was efficient. With such 
rules in force, a clerk had but to 
look at the color of a stamp, and 
unless weight went overboard, know 
whether or not the correct fee had 
been paid. - 

Since it was the intention only 
to set rules concerning internation- 
al mails, the U. P. U. made no en- 
deavor to set up any regulations 
pertaining to other denominations. 

While this was in effect, collec- 
tors had a regular foreign exchange 
table by which they could rapidly 
calculate relative values of differ- 
ent currencies. I recall in my early 
days, I’d look through my album, 
compare all blue stamps of a cer- 
tain year and know precisely the 
relationship of values between the 
currencies of any pair of nations 
in the world. In the U. S., it was 
five cents; in France, 25 centimes, 
ergo, a French franc then was 








In later years, as stamp collet- 
ting developed into philately and 
the search for facts relating to pos- 
tal history, this simple idea was 
invaluable in determining the gen- 
uineness of many a cover. More 
often than I can remember, I came 
across covers, the genuineness of 
which was open to suspicion. Here 
was one sent from England to the 
Levant, franked with a_ green 
stamp! That alone was a clue that 
led to examining more carefully 
the postmark which allegedly ti- 
ed it to cover. Or, maybe the send- 
er had more money than he knew 
what to do with and he overpaid 
a letter rather than, go to the 
Birmingham post office and buy 
the right one. Actually, investiga- 
tion, sparked by the simple U.P.U. 
regulation, proved that the cover 
was a fake. Every researcher can 
cite similar examples that were in- 
stigated because the  franking 
stamp was not blue on an interna- 
tional cover. 

And now, there is an end to 
this policy. Modernism has forced 
it into oblivion. The officials who 
met in Brussels last summer claim- 
ed it was no longer of any use; 
postal clerks today are a well edu- 
cated group of men and women; 
dispatching offices watch the mails 
more closely and don’t let an un- 
derpaid piece of mail move out of 
the sending office until the sender 
has paid the deficiency. 








Air-mail is more universally us- 
ed, and since each nation nego- 
tiates its own air rates with car- 
riers no international rate can be 
devised. Reasonable reasons, yes, 
but an old postal and philatelic 
friend will have passed come July

NEW SRC. DATEDS. 


Charles Metz the Dated expert 
from Philadelphia calls my atten- 
tion to a new try of overprint Da- 
ting used by Sears Roebuck and 
Co. At this writing only southern 
cities seem to be using the new 
type, although it may be in the 
cards for all cities using the SRC 
control. 

Mr. Metz shows me copies from 
Greensboro, N. Car. and I have 
several from Atlanta, Georgia. 
Memphis has reported this style 
and so has Philadelphia. How far 
back these go I do not know at 
present. 

I thought they were real new 
but from evidence at hand go back 
some time. Will try to have definite 
information on them later. They 
are large thin caps like typewriter 
letters in three lines. Thus ‘“‘SRC’”’ 
first line, NOV second line, ‘‘52” 
third line and spaced so that the 
total vertical space is over half of 
the stamp. It is an overall pattern 
and comes inverted about as often 
as normal.

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THADDEUS KOSCIUSKO 
POLISH WARRIOR 


Tadeusz Andrzei Bonawentura 
Kosciusko was born in Lithuania 
1746 — died in 1817. He was a 
graduate of the Royal College at 
Warsaw; studied engineering and 
artillery in France and came to 
America in 1776 to offer his serv- 
ices to the Continental army. 
He was appointed a Colonel and 
placed in charge of construction of 
fortifications at West Point 1778 — 
in charge of transportation during 
Green’s retreat 1781, and engaged 
ee before Charleston, S. C. 
17 
He was one of the founders “of the 
“Society of the Cincinnati’’ in 1783; 
also made a brigadier-general, with 
thanks, in the same’ year and re- 
oe to his beloved Poland in 
Major-general in the Polish army 
, he led the Rebellion of 1794, 
became dictator of Poland, only to 
be captured and imprisoned by 
Russia until 1796. Resident of 
France 1798, he continued his ef- 
forts to gain freedom for his home- 
land until his final visit to America, 
where he also sought help. He died 
in Switzerland October 15, 1817.

The outline of the state in the 
top figure has an outline of the 
counties, in the bottom a ruled 
vertical line background. In the 
accepted design this background is 
a solid color. It can also be noted 
that the accepted design has the 
year dates on both sides lowered 
to a more central location, details 
have been added to the buckeye 
leaves, and the double-circle of 
the state seal has black letters on 
a white background where the es- 
says, both of them, had white let- 
ters on a black background. 

The side panels containing the 
eight stars have been slightly wi- 
dened on the accepted design. 

Visitors to Chillicothe on the first 
day of issue will find a rather size- 
able stamp show on its last day in 
the Memorial Armory. Sponsored 
by the Chillicothe Philatelic So- 
ciety, it will open on Saturday Feb- 
ruary 28 and close Monday night. 

The Armory will also be the 
scene of the first day ceremonies 
attendant to the stamp’s release. 
The Post Office Department repre- 
sentative has as yet not been 
named. It is expected that Ohio’s 
first four-term governor, Frank J.
